The R ockford \ Interurban com­ 
pany is keeping in pretty close touch 
with affairs in the electric railway 
building in the neighborhood 
of Dix­ 
on and other places in that vicinity, 
and R ockford will be connected with 
more places than any other city in 
the northwest in a short time, says 
the R ockford Star. 
One thing is holding the company 
back in some of its proposed exten­ 
sions and if this is arranged the work 
will he taken up and pushed. 
The 
several extensions are through a coun­ 
try that is not thickly enough popu­ 
lated to furnish 
passenger 
traffic 
enough to warrant the construction of 
the lines and unless permission can he 
secured to carry package freight and 
express they would be losing ventures. 
These are the matters holding back 
the work of construction. 
The Illinois N R ock R iver company 
Is planning a line from this city to 
Dixon, via Byron and Oregon and if 
they do not take it up the R ockford & 
Interurban will, if they can secure the 
freight and express privileges. 
The 
local company has had its eyes on the 
field for some time, and if the ot her 
corporation fai s to carryout 
its in­ 
tentions will take up the work on 
the road before next spring. 
At least

covered with w«*lts and his head was 
cut. 
She used an oak club like a ball 
bat. 
She was arrested, and when 
searched two revolvers 
were taken 
from her clothes. 
A t night a score of 
whites surrounded her 
house again,
